The fight 
was led by Attorney Buford Braly, trustee and board mem- 
ber of Central Baptist Seminary, and by Dr. J. R. Hale, busi- 
ness manager of the Seminary, along with “Rev. L. C. Pen- 
nington, a missionary for the Missouri River Baptist Asso-

We have been 
with some of the great giants of 
the days gone by. How many 
have ever heard Henry Clay Mor- 
rison? Do you remember that man 
with his silver hair laid back 
against his shoulders? Oh, how 
he preached! The orator of the 
South! 


As a boy just beginning to 
preach, I used to sit on the plat- 
form behind Billy Sunday to watch 
and see how he did it. Oh, I loved 
him! Héw I enjoyed him! I never 
dreamed I would preach much, I 
thought, “If I do preach, I don’t 
suppose anybody will bother to lis- 
ten to me, but oh, it’s wonderful to 
watch him!” 


I watched him. He always wet 
his third finger with the tip of 
his tongue. He would step back, 
put his third finger down on his 
big notebook, and shove another 
sheet across. Then he would wet 
his finger again, put it down on 
his notes and shove another sheet. 
I sneaked up to the pulpit and 
looked at his notebook, He had 
great big letters, about two sen- 
tences across a page, 
about three inches of bare space. 
Then another couple of sentences 
and another two or three inches 


twice as he went by and he could 
not take time to find out what 
was in between in those bare 
spaces, but he knew how to fill 
them in. He wet his finger and 


raised his voice and preached 
without the aid of a microphone. 
To thousands he preached the 
wonderful riches of the glory of 
Christ Jesus. He did not even 
write his own sermons. Some of 
them were written by professors. 
Some of them were given him by 
J. Wilbur Chapman. He was proud 
of his friends and thanked God 
for them. And without apology he 
preached their sermons better 
than they could have ever preach- 
ed them, Billy Sunday was a great 
and notable giant. I suppose he

If a fire break out on 
a cold wintry night, the fear of 
the flames can drive out of the 
soul the fear of the frost. It seems 
as though one fear draws to it-

I graduated from the -Cen- 
tral Seminary, then known 
as the Kansas City Baptist 


Theological Seminary, in 1918 
—thirty-two years ago. I was 
made a trustee of the Seminary in 
1935—fifteen years ago, and was 
made secretary of the Board of 
Trustees one year later. My son 
David is a graduate of the Semi- 
nary, our son-in-law, Rev. John H. 
Boyle, Jr., is a student now in the 
Seminary, and I think I have 
known the Seminary intimately for 
the post thirty-five years. 

There is not now, and never has 
been, a modernist on the faculty 
of the Central Seminary. It is not 
a Northern Baptist institution, but 
controlled by an independent board 
of trustees, with more than one- 
half of them from the territory 
of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion. More than one-half of our 
students are also from the South- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

The Seminary had no official con- 
nection with the Del Fehsenfeld af- 
fair and the business manager of 
the Seminary and the attorney of 
the Seminary, although they repre- 
sented the Argentine Baptist 
Church in the court proceedings, 
did so as individuals and not in 
any way representing the Semi- 
nary. 

I was. a witness for the Fehsen- 
feld group but not as secretary of 
the Boarg of Trustees of the Semi- 
nary. 

Dr. W. W. Adams, our president, 
refused to have anything to do 
with the case and we were careful 
in the court proceedings to make it 
clear that the Seminary had no 
connection whatsoever with the 
Argentine Baptist Church affair. 
It is very unfortunate and decid- 
edly untrue when you link the 
Seminary in any way with this un- 
fortunate case. 
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In all fairness to Central Semi- 
nary, I am sure that you. will 
publish this refutation of your mis- 
informed article: and at least clear 
the Seminary of the charge of 
modernism and unbelieving, wire- 
pulling, denominational, worldly 
leaders.”

other fears are left with no sus- 
tenance, A big tree in a garden- 
bed sucks into its fibres the juices 
of the soil for many yards around, 
and other growths are starved, 
and they wither and die. 

So it is with “the fear of man.” 
It drains to itself the mental ener- 
gy and devotion which ought to 
feed the fear of God. A politician 
who is moved by fear of man, and 
who tacks and trims to avoid his 
hostility, can never retain an ef- 
ficient thought of God. So it is 
with a minister who is afraid of 
man; his mind is not filled with a 
vision of “the Lord high and lifted 
up.” But, indeed, the same is true 
of anybody. If the barometer we 
consult for our guidance is the 
opinion and conventions of man, 
God Himself will be nothing. If 
Wwe are always consulting “man, 
moved and governed by his ex- 
pediences, God will vanish away. 
“The fear of man is a snare,” and 
the power of the snare is found 
in its fascination to allure our 
minds from the Lord of Hosts. 
“Afraid of a man that shall die, 
and forgettest the Lord thy Mak- 
er,”’ 

And here is another type from 
the portrait gallery of the Bible. 
“Thou has forgotten the God of 
thy salvation, and hast not been 
mindful of the rock of thy 
strength” (Isa. 17:10). Here is a 
forgetfulness that is born when 
we have recovered from some 
weakness. Pride of strength makes 
us forget the rock out of which 
we were hewn. This is a most 
common and insidious peril. Our

He Came “To Save.” 

Our Saviour came to save men, 
not only to leave a good example. 
Yet believers are to follow His 
steps, and live in His stead here 
on earth as faithful ambassadors. 
He came not only to show us how 
to live, but to give us new life. 
He came to lift us from the bon- 
dage of sin into His glorious lib- 
erty and light. 

The name “Jesus” means Sa- 
viour. And there is nothing in 
all the world that is so wonder- 
ful as the salvation which He 
provides. That salvation includes 
deliverance from the penalty of 
sin, the power of sin, and ulti- 
mately from the very presence of 
sin (II Cor. 1:10). We are to 
claim Him as our Substitute by 
faith. 

“Sinners” includes everyone. 

God’s Word says, “‘Death passed 
upon all men, for that all have 
‘sinned” (Rom. 5:12). Yet, “Who- 
soever will, let him take the water 
‘of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). Be- 
cause “Christ died for the ungod- 
ly” (Rom. 5:6). 

You may be.asking how to be 
saved. Here is your answer: “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved” (Acts 16:30, 
31). “By Him all that believe are 
justified from all things. . .” (Acts 
13:39). “To him that worketh not, 
but believeth on Him that just- 
ifieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness” (Rom. 
4:5). To Believe means to receive 
when you believe with the heart 
(John 1:12; Rom, 10:9, 10). 

Remember: “This is a faithful 
saying, and worthy of all accep- 
tation.” It is dependable, and 
holds true, because it is from God. 
And it has proven itself down 
through the centuries. Anything 
that the Lord Jesus has accom- 
plished and offers is well worth 
receiving. You may have this 
great salvation by receiving Him 
by faith. If you have never ac- 
cepted, will you do it right now? 
If you have, seek to enter into 
more of His fulness. 


weakness helps our remembrance 
of God; our strength is the friend 
of forgetfulness. Perhaps this is 
most apparent in our physical 
weakness, In our weakness we 
remember the Lord, and the dim 
things of the unseen come clearly 
into view. But when our strength 
is regained the vivid vision fades 
again, and is sometimes entirely 
lost. And so our strength is really 
our drug. It is an opiate which 
ministers to spiritual forgetful- 
ness. And so it is with every kind 
of strength. Frailty in any direc- 
tion makes us lean upon the pow- 
er of the Almighty, and in every 
frailty our remembrance of Him 
is keen and clear. But our strength 
helps to create a feeling of inde- 
pendence, and we become unmind- 
ful of our God. And therefore it 
is that a man who never ‘knows 
weakness has a stupendous task 
in maintaining communion with 
God. People who never know what 
it is to be ill have so many more 
barriers to overcome in their fel- 
lowship with the Unseen. 

And here is a third Scriptural 
type of spiritual forgetfulness. 
“They have gone from mountain 
to hill, and have forgotten their 
resting place” (Jer. 50:6). It is the 
figure of a flock of wandering 
sheep roaming away over the dis- 
tant hills and mountains. They 
have gone from one place to an- 
other, and in the range of their 
goings have forgotten their place 
of rest. Their very vagrancy has 
made them insensible to their real 
home. That is to say, their va- 
grancy has induced forgetfulness. 
- Now I think this word is very 
descriptive of much of our mo- 
dern life. It is a vagrancy rather 
than a crusade. We go from 
“mountain to hill,” and from hill 
to mountain. We are always on 
the move. We are forever seek- 
ing something else and never find- 
ing satisfaction. We get weary and 
tired with one thing and we trudge 
to another! We are here, there, 
and yonder, and our lives become 
jaded and stale. But the extraor- 
dinary thing is that in all our go- 
ings we forget our resting-place 
“Return unto thy rest, O my soul.” 
Yes, but we turn anywhere and 
everywhere rather than to this. 
Our lives can become so vagrant 
that God is exiled from our minds. 
It seems as though there is some- 
thing in vagrancy that stupefies 
the soul, and renders us insensi- 
tive to our true home and rest in 
God. | 

When I first came to New York, 
during the first few months of my 
ministry, I was continually asked 
by people, “Have you got into the 
whirl?” The very phrase seems so 
far removed from the words of 
the psalmist, “He maketh me to 
lie down in green pastures. He 
leadeth me beside the still wa- 
ters.” Not that the psalmist lux-_ 
uriated in indolence, or spent his 
days in the fatness of ease; the 
rest was only preparative to a 
march. “He leadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness.” But from 
the march he returned to his 
resting-place. But we can be 
caught in such a whirl in our mo- 
dern life that we just rush from 
one thing to another, and we for- 
get the glorious rest that is ours 
in God. I think the enemy of our 
souls must love to get us into a 
whirl! If once we are dizzied with 
sensations We are likely to lose 
the thought of God. “They have 
gone from the mountain to the 
hill, and have forgotten their 
resting-place.” 

Let me give one further exam- 
ple from the Word of God. “Ac- 
cording to their pasture, so were 
they filled; they were filled, and 
their heart was exalted; therefore 
have they forgotten me” (Hosea 
13:6). Here is a rich pasturage, 
and in the enjoyment of it there 
is born the spirit of forgetfulness. 
And surely this is the stupefaction 
of abundance. In southern France, 
where attar of roses is distilled, a 
very curious ailment imperils the 
workers. The very abundance of 
the rose-leaves induces a sort of 
sleeping-sickness. And surely it is 
even so in the abundances that 
are sometimes given to man. They 
are prone to sink him into the 
sleep of spiritual forgetfulness. 
A man’s devotion is apt to dwin- 
dle as he becomes more success- 
ful. Our piety does not keep pace 
with our purse. Absorption in 
bounty makes us forgetful of the

Giver. We can be so concerned in 
the pasturage that the Shepherd 


apt to become our foe. Our clear- 
est visions are given us in the 
winter-time when nature is scan- 
ty and poor. The fullness of the 
leaf blocks the outlook and the 
distance is hid. And the summer- 
time of life, when leaves and flow- 
ers are plentiful, is apt to bring 
a veil. And the very plentifulness 


is forgotten. Our very fullness is 


impedes our communion. 

These are some of the types of 
forgetfulness which are mentioned 
and described in the Word of God. 
Is there any help for us? There 
is a very gracious promise of the 
Master in which I think all these 
perils are anticipated, and in the 
strength of which they can be met 
and overcome: “He shal] teach 


you all things, and bring all things 


to your remembrance, whatsoever 
I have said unto you.” Here is the 
promise of a gracious minister to 
the memory, strengthening it in 


its hold upon the unseen. I sup- 


pose that one of the most’ urgent 
needs of the common life is the 
sanctification of the memory. If 
the memory were to be really hal- 
lowed it would forget many things 
which it now remembers, and it 
would certainly remember many 
things which it now forgets. We 
are apt to retain worthless things, 
and destructive things, things that 
ought to have been dropped and 
buried and left in their graves in 
past years. But we carry them 
with us to our undoing. The min- 
istry of the Holy Spirit will deal 
with this unwise retention, and 
will make a memory leaky. where 
it is wise for it to lose, But, more 
than that, it will strengthen its 
powers of spiritual comprehension, 
and will enable it to keep hold of 
the unseen and the eternal. 


What should I most like to re- 
member? I should like to remem- 
ber with unfailing constancy the 
glorious, holy, Being of the eter- 
nal God. I should like to remem- 
ber the unspeakable ministry of 
His grace, which worked in my 
redemption in Christ Jesus, my 
Lord. I should like to remember 
the benefits of His daily provi- 
dence which shine along my road 


in unfailing succession. I should 


like to remember the eternal signi- 
ficance of transient events, and 
hold the lesson of yesterday’s hap- 
penings to guide me in my march 
to-day. And when new occasions 
and new duties arise, and I am 
face to face with novel circum- 
stances, I should like to be re- 
minded of those words of the Lord 
Jesus which would give me the 
needful illumination: “He shall

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I find on my desk two very 
interesting letters. One is from 
Dr. T. W. Wilson, who is associ- 
ated with Billy Graham in the 
great work of Northwestern 
Schools. T. W. is not only doing 
a good work there at Northwes- 
tern Schools, but he is a good 
evangelist.

Oh, how he reached But I en- 
joyed his praying more than his 
preaching, for when he prayed he 
talked to Jesus, sometimes with 
his eyes open, sometimes with his 
eyes shut—it made no difference. 
He just talked to the Lord Jesus. 
“Now, Jesus, you know about that 
city over there, that ungodly city 
—what’s the name of that city, 
Ma?” And Ma Sunday would sup- 
ply the name of the city. 

He would go on praying, “Yeh, 
that’s right, Lord. You know that 
wicked city and that mayor, Lord 
—God, you—what’s the name of 
that mayor?” And Ma would sup- 
ply the name of the mayor, then 
he would pray for the mayor. He 
preached and moved around and 
ran and burned up all the energy 
of his body. His trainer, the man 
who took care of him physically 
—came to see me last week in 


hands on his shoulders to try to 
loosen, those tightened, taut mus- 
cles; and I have watched him ly- 
ing there on the bed crying. And 
I have said, ‘Mr. Sunday, what’s 
the matter?’ Billy Sunday would 
say, ‘Oh, if more people had come 
to Jesus Christ!’” This trainer 
told me, “I had reminded him that 
hundreds had come to the altar 
that night. What could he expect; 
nobody else was winning that 
many.” And Billy Sunday said, 
“Yes, but oh, so many turned 
away from the Lord Jesus!” 

I do not think many of us knew 
the real Billy Sunday—a man who 
had a heart-throb for souls, for 
underneath every tremendous 
movement of God there is a price 
to pay! With a weary, broken 
body, until a trainer had to heal 
it. with his hands, Billy Sunday 
gave himself without stint to the 
Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 

I travelled with Billy Sunday 


Des Moines—and he said, “Merv,

I travelled with Sam Jones a 
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little while, I never did see him 
in the flesh, but oh, I have been 
with him in his books. Don’t you 
love these men? Sam Jones had 
a wonderful sense of humor. I 
used to travel with him on the 
train. One woman said to him, 
“Sam nes, your nose is too 
big.” “Well,” he said, “at least 
I didn’t wear it out putting it in 
other people’s business”! 

People used to make fun .of 
Sam Jones, but he was in the 
business for sure. He use to say, 
“I’m going to fight against the 
Devil. I’m going to kick him as 
long as I’ve got a foot. I’m going 
to beat him as long as I’ve got a 
fist. I’m going to bite him as long 
as I’ve got teeth. And when my 
teeth drop out, I’m going to gum 
him till I die’! 

I used to think there was no 
place for laughter in evangelism. 
But do you know it is not far 
from laughter to tears? And if we 
can loosen our hearts a little bit, 
We can come down before God. 
Sam Jones would win them to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

I had a chance to travel with 
Mr. Finney by the aid of a book. 
T learned some wonderful things 
from Mr. Finney. I found that a 
man can be so filled with the 
Spirit that if people come within 
an arm’s length of him, they will 
fall on their faces and cry, “Oh, 
God, what shall I do?” 

Most folks did not understand 
about Mr. Finney; but I was with 
him. I was with him in the woods 
that day when the Holy Spirit of 
God put the hand of the Lord on 
his heart. He ig out of the 
woods no longer’a lawyer, but a 
preacher, for he said, I have a 
retainer from the Lord. Now, I 
must preach!’ And filled with the 
Spirit of God, Mr. Finney moved 
across the eastern portion of our 
United States in such revivals as 
we have not seen since that day! 

I travelled with Dwight L. 
Moody, but you know more about 
him than I. By the aid of books 
I have lived with him by the hour. 

In the lonely hours at the be- 
sinning of a crusade, many times 
I have gone to my room and Mr. 
Moody and I have had some won- 
derful times together! For I found 
that Dwight L. Moody was not 
a great man, but he had a great 
God. The Holy Spirit of God had 
charge of him. 

When the American evangelist 
went to England, one preacher 
said, “It seems as though Mr. 
Moody has a monopoly on the 
Holy Spirit’! His English brother 
corrected him and said, “No, it 
is that the Holy Spirit has a mono- 
poly on Mr. Moody.” And I have 
found that by the power of the 
Spirit a life can be wonderfully 
changed. 

I have not time to talk much 
about men right now, but I did 
travel with George Muller who 
by faith fed his orphans day by 
day.

I was with Whitefield on a 
tombstone in South Carolina. I 
was with Evan Roberts at the 
turn of the century in the great 
revival in Wales, I have been with 
them—these men of God—down 
through the years. 

Adoniram Judson, the wonder- 
ful William Carey—I was with 
them again and again; David 
Brainard—oh, it is wonderful to 
travel with those men! 

“Well,” you say, “Merv, how 
can you get in with them; you’re 
fnot very important.” 

No, but by the aid of a book I 
travelled with these wonderful 
men. And do you know what has 
happened to my heart? I have 
been homesick for Jesus Christ! I 
have asked the question, Couldn’t 
it be that in my time We could 
feel that power? Couldn’t it be 
that in our time we could know 
that dynamic surging of the Holy 
Spirit of God? Couldn’t it be that 
the dynamic of God will move the 
hearts of men again and people 
will fall on their faces and pray 
and cry, “O God, give us a re- 
vival”? Couldn’t it be again that 
we would face the power of the 
living God? 

You say, “Merv, people aren’t 


like that these days. You see 
everybody these days .... You 
see We are in a new.... You— 


Merv, you don’t understand this 
generation.” 


No, I don’t want to get too 
wrapped up with this generation. 
I would rather walk with the 
men of God of another day so 
that my heart wants a holy and 
a high walk of faith to believe 
what God can do and not what 
men say God can do. To believe 
in the twentieth century We can 
have revival! Everywhere I go, 
they say, “No, not here! No, not 
here! Impossible. here! Situations 
can’t be .... Merv, you mustn't 
try it here. Don’t ever go there. 
Merv it’s that. . Why this is 
the... .. Weil. “we never ... 
Even our people sa tk ae I 
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walk out of all those conversations 
and say, “Lord, I am so lonesome 
for somebody who believes it can 
be done. I am so tired of people 
who say it is impossible.” When 
I get lonely and tired of all the 
cheap Christianity of my genera- 
tion, I creep back into a little 
room and open up an old-fashioned 
book. Most of my books are old 
books. 


When I was in England I bought 
every old book I could put my 
hands on. The great bishops of 
another day preach to me and say, 
“Merv, don’t be discouraged. Your 
day can know it, too. Don’t be 
disheartened. Your day can see 
Him, too! Don’t be set aside by 
people’s opinion. Believe God will 
do it now and do it. again in the 
wonderful power of the Holy 
Spirit!” | 

Friends, I am walking with 
giants these days behind the 
scenes. If I seem a little presump- 
tuous, it is because I have been 
travelling with a different com- 
pany than you have. You have 
been travelling with those who do 
not believe it. I am still travelling 
with those who do. Can it be 
done? Certainly. Can God do it? 
Surely. Do we know He will? 
Certainly—if we will believe God! 

Not only have I travelled with 
those men, but by the aid of this 
wonderful Book I have travelled 
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with Paul across the deserts of 
Arabia, I have stood with Peter 
at Pentecost—I will never forget 
that day; what a hallelujah time 
We had! Peter preached and oh, 
the movement of the Holy Spirit 
of God! I was there, by the aid 
of a Book! 

I was with Stephen when he 
gave his life for Jesus’ sake. I 
saw Paul hold the clothes of those 
who stoned Stephen. But the look 
on Stephen’s face I shall never 
forget. 


I was with Caleb when he was 


‘Sone of the two who brought back 


a good report. The rest of them 
would not believe it, but we did— 
Joshua and Caleb and Merv Rosell! 
We believed it. Thank God, I had 
sense enough to get on the right 
side, even back there! It has been 
my pleasure to be with those won- 
derful men of God. 


Tonight I would like to talk 
to you about three of them. I have 
picked three that you could easily 
remember—Abel, Achan and Ana- 
nias. Do you want to read about 
them? Then read the whole story 
in Genesis 4, Joshua 6 and 7, Acts 
o>. I have been with them. I do 
not want you to contradict me 
because I know what I am talking 
about; I was there! 


Abel — Salvation By the Son 


First of all, let us start with 
Cain and Abel, back in the fourth 
chapter of Genesis. There are 
some wonderful things that I 
think we ought to know. 


I do not usually announce my 
outline: I hope you will be able 
to find it as I preach, I always 
have one. Sometime it is hard to 
discover! But if you want the 
outline, it is Abel—salvation by 


the Son; Achan—the sovereignty |; 


of the Father; Ananias—the sensi- 
tiveness of the Holy Spirit. Salva- 
tion, sovereignty, sensitiveness: 
the Son, the Father, the Holy 
Spirit; Abel, Achan, Ananias—a 
beautiful outline; but the outline 
is incidental. 


We have an idea that we are 
saved by something good we have 
done. You say, “No, we don’t.” 
Yes, we do! But I know that is 
impossible because I was with 
Cain and Abel when they were 
born. I had the privilege of being 
with Adam and Eve. I was the 
only one there; they made a spe- 
cial arrangement for me. While 
there I saw miracles happen. You 
see, before I arrived I had an idea 
that Cain and Abel were two dif- 
ferent people. I thought that Cain 


you that these 


was big, dark and swarthy; that 
Abel was blond, pleasant and af- 
fable—more the indoor type. I 
I thought Cain rough and burly; 
thought Abel gracious, comely, 
fine and good. I never knew that 
Cain and Abel were _ identical 
twins! But when I arrived on the 
scene and checked on the birth, I 
found that these boys were twins! 


“Well,” you say, “Merv, they 
weren't!” (I can see you looking 
at each other right now.) 


Well, they were. I will give you 
my personal word. I was there; I 
know Cain and Abel are twins! 


You say, “How do you know?” 
Just because I was there. 


You say, “But can it be possi- 
ble that Cain and Abel were 
twins? Don’t you think Cain was 
the elder brother and Abel the 
younger?” 

Well, only by a few moments. 

You say, “Where do you get 
that notion?” 

In the Bible, for I walked 
through the fourth chapter of 
Genesis and it says this: “And 
Adam knew Eve his wife; and 
she conceived, and bare Cain, and 
said, I have gotten a man from 
the Lord. And she again bare his 
brother Abel. And Abel was a 
keeper of the sheep” (vss. 1,2). 
Now, if you read it carefully, you 
will find there was one concep- 
tion and two births. That is how 
twins are born—one conception, 
two births. The reason you do not 
See it is because when you read 
that little phrase in there, “I have 
gotten a man from the Lord,” 
your mind shoots off in another 
direction. But read it carefully— 
“And Adam knew Eve his wife; 
and she conceived, and bare Cain 
. And she again bare his broth- 
er Abel.” They were twins. Don’t 
argue with me, I know; I was 
there! 

Cain and Abel twins! Now, I 
think they were identical twins. 
I do not know, but I believe the 
first twins would be _ identical 
twins. 


getting at? Are you trying to tell 
Chicago something we don’t 
know?” 

Oh, no, Chicago knows every- 
thing! But. because I have. first- 
hand information, having been on 
the scene, I would like to remind 
identical twins 
were not identical in their faith. 
They were the same in their face; 
they were the same in their blood, 


that is, their natural blood; they 
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were the same in their family; 
they were the same in their flesh, 
but they were different in one 
thing—one believed God and one 
disbelieved God. One obeyed God 
and one disobeyed God. Though 
this is not a major part of my 
message, I must put this in be- 
cause I do not want you to miss 
it: there is only one way of sal- 
vation and it is by the sacrifice 
of blood. Abel brought blood. 


You say, “But why did Abel 
bring blood? How did he know 
he had to bring a blood sacri- 
fice? I don’t find that anywhere.” 


When God covered Adam and 
Eve in the adequate. covering 
which He arrayed, blood was shed 
and skins covered them, for the 
covering of leaves will never do. 
We are saved only by the blood of 
a sacrifice. “Without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission for 
sins” “And the blood of Jesus 
Christ God’s Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” Do you know ,that? I 
know there is only one salvation. 
It is by God—only one. We may 
look the same, but we need to be 
born again. 


My little ten-year-old boy at 

home said to me, “Daddy, I can 

understand how people can get 

saved since Jesus died, but how 

in the world did they ever get! 
saved before Jesus died?” He said, 

“Dad, if an animal dies, that is 

not as good as a man, And if a 

goat dies, that is not good enough 

to pay for the people.” 

I said, “I know, son, but God 

already knew that He was going 
to make the sacrifice of Jesus 
Christ, His Son. So God said, ‘All 
right, it is as good as made. I have 
already given Jesus before the 
world ever started and He is go- 
ing to die, so I will let you people 
all be saved by the blood of the 
sacrifice, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and when He dies, then all of that 
is atonement in Him!’ And so 
everybody saved before Calvary 
was saved by Christ, and every- 
body saved since Calvary was 
saved by Christ. ‘Without the shed-: 
ding of blood there is no remis- 
sion for sins.’”” Amen! 


One way! Only one way and 
that is the blood of the Lord Jesus! 
How do I know? I was there when 
it happened and I ought to know! 


Achan — the Sovereignty 
of the Father 


Now I want to take you to an- 
other story. Have you got your 
Bibles open? Read Joshua 7 and 8. 
You did not know it, but I was an 
army man in Joshua’s day. Read 
Joshua 7. You ought to read chap- 
ter 6, too. But by the aid of a Book, 
I travelled right there. In fact, 
Achan was one of my personal 
friends, I lived with Achan, prac- 
tically, His tent was not far from 
mine.’His family was not far from 
mine, 

Well, you all know the story. 
You have heard about it, but I 
was there personally, and I will 
never forget when We had the 
order to march around Jericho. 
It was the strangest order we had 
ever had. And after years in the 
wilderness—in fact I grew up in 
the wilderness—I was allowed to 
cross. The people all died who 
murmured and disbelieved. But 
those who had simply believed 


We all loved Joshua, but when 
Joshua gave us the order to 
march around Jericho like a 
bunch of fools, without fighting 
anybody, We Were about ready to 
murmur ourselves. You know how 
army people are? We are not go- 
ing to prance around a city with- 
out doing some scouting! So when 
the order came there was only 
one thing to do and that was to 
obey. 

There we were the first day 
marching around Jericho, march- 
ing around. the city, marching 
around the city, and up on the 
walls were the people of Jericho 
laughing and mocking like we 
were a bunch of fools. It was aw- 
fully hard to keep our mouths 
shut. It was hard enough for a 
Gentile—harder thaf-that for us. 

As we marched around the first 
day and retired, and the second 
day and retired, and the third day 
and retired, I could see that Achan 
was boiling inside. Then on top 
of it, we got the order that on 
the last day we would march 
seven times around, and then by 
some strange miracle the walls 
were going to fall down! It was 
hard for us to believe, but Joshua 
said so and we believed it. I will 
never forget it. 


I thought, “Now, what if the 
walls don’t fall down! What if 
we were fools to march around 
here seven days and now seven 
times?” And on the seventh time 
around, the strangest feeling came 
over my heart. For the first time 
I actually could believe that God 
was going to do something. Achan 
and I looked at each other, but we 
were not allowed to talk. We all 
knew the orders, ‘Don’t touch a 
thing. Burn it, burn it with fire, 
a complete conflagration—get rid 
of Jericho! Take care of it as 
God said; don’t touch anything; 
don’t take a thing!’ When we 
marched around the seventh time, 
and then followed those simple 
little funny orders, we were al- 
most in tears when we saw the 
earth trembling and the great 
rocks of the walls of Jericho— 
one was imbedded in the dirt; the 
second was imbedded in the first; 
the third: was imbedded in the 
second and I never saw such walls 


as though He put His hand on 
the. inside and laid them out, and 


we marched in on the double 


quick. 


I followed Achan through that 
city. We saw the fires begin to 
burn. It was an awful holocaust; 
what a.time of war! The people 
who laughed and mocked seemed 
as though they were children in 


bursting out by the power of God, 


our hands. What a battle as we 
blasted through there! And I saw 
Achan reach down and take a 
beautiful Babylonish garment. And 
I shouted, in the terrible noise of 
the war, “Achan, Achan, don’t 
touch it; we have orders not to! 
Throw it aside, throw it aside!” 
But Achan could not hear me be- 
cause my voice came from the 
wrong century. 

We hurried ‘through the streets 
of Achan’s conquest, the city of 
Jericho. We knew what Joshua 
had said, and I watched that man. 
The wedge of gold, the shekels of 
silver, besides the Babylonish gar- 
ment—why does he touch those 
things! Doesn’t he know what 
God will do? “Achan!” But he 
would not listen. 


When the whole battle was over 
and We were tired, smudged with | 
smoke, and broken and weary and 
we went to our tents, everybody 
was happy. But I knew something 
was wrong. When the order came

to march against Ai, Joshua just 
sent a few hundred of us up. 
strangest thing in the world! We 
took big Jericho, but we could 
not touch Ai! We were sent to 
rout and we came on back de- 
feated and broken, and Joshua 
cried, ‘God, my God, what is the 
matter now? We will lose face 
in Palestine. We will lose face in 
this Canaan land. We will lose 
face in this...” and he fell be- 
fore God in sackcloth and ashes! 
I tried to tell him, “Joshua, I 
know what is the matter,” but he 
could not hear me. “Joshua, I 
know. . .,” but he did not listen. 


He was there lying in the tent. 
I watched him there, brokenheart- 
ed. Forty years of waiting and 
now conquest, then defeat. And I 
heard God speak to him and say, 
‘Someone has taken the accursed 
thing.’ 

I said, ““That’s right, Joshua. 
That’s right; listen to God now— 
Joshua, listen to God!” but he did 
not hear me. But He did hear God. 
God said, ‘Take the tribes, and 
then the families, and then the 
households and I will point him 
out.’ : 


We all had to march up, our fami- 
lies with us, and God put His fin- 
ger on Achan. I knew He would! 
I knew He would! God said, ‘He, 
he’s the one. He has taken it. He 
has taken the accursed thing.’ And 
Joshua commanded, “Bring it here.’ 
Achan got the Babylonish garment 
which he hoped would rot in his 
hands, the shekels of silver and the 
wedge of gold, and stood there and 
heard the edict, “Take him out and 
stone him till he is dead.’ I had 
room to stone Achan, but I could 
not throw a stone. I just stood 
there and watched that terrible 
thing. Achan and his family and 
his possessions—all the people 
watched; he was dead! I - said, 
“God can you kill a man for tak- 
ing just a few things?” And the 
first time in my life it began 
to dawn on me that God gives 
life and takes it, that God is 
sovereign. I thought He was just a 
genial, always wonderful, tender 
God! I did not know He was a 
judge. I did not know His justice 
and His sovereign will were over- 
whelmingly, always present! I 
didn’t know He was omniscient I 
did not know He was omnipotent! 
I did not know God Almighty 
could take a man’s life, kill him! 
What did he do? Just a wedge 
of gold and shekels of silver and a 
Babylonish garment—let them rot; 
that does not mean the life of a 
man! And God told me it is not 
the things he touched, but his dis- 
obedience! And one soldier lost 
face for a whole army in the con- 
quest of an entire land, and God 
had to deal with him.

no matter what we do. God must 
take a toll of our hearts and our 
lives if we are disobedient! 

I fear to be out of the will of Al- 
mighty God. God does not need me. 
He could set me aside tomorrow. 

I say to the Lord, “I tried to be 
decent.” “I know, but you are dis- 
obedient; you disobey Me!” 

“But, God, I thought anybody 
could disobey and still You would 


“No!” 

“But this is the Age of Grace,

“Whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth” (Heb. 12:6). I was with 
Achan and I will never forget that 
the victory of a nation is more 
important than the life of a man!

Ananias — the Sensitiveness of 
the Son 


I arrived at a big church in 
Minneapolis. My plane was late 
from Kansas City. I was supposed 
to start on Sunday night, but I 
did not get there until Monday to 
preach. The snow grounded the 
plane. As I arrived in that church, 
for some strange reason God had 
me preach the opening night on An- 
anias and Sapphira! I kept saying 
while I preached, “But Lord, this 
is not the beginning. You don’t be- 
gin with judgment. You don’t be- 
gin with this sort of thing. Lord 
God, let me get acquainted with 
these people first!’” But when God 
leads you to preach a certain mes- 
sage from a certain text and you 
avoid it, God will have to deal 
with you as a preacher. 

I preached that night and just 
blundered brokenly through. Some- 
times I have found when I have 
preached the weakest, God is the 
strongest. I closed the meeting a 
little after nine; at ten o'clock 
something happened. The pastor 
called me up and said, “Mr. Rosell, 
could I see you in the morning?” 

“Sure, I'll have breakfast with 
you here at the Curtis if you want 
to come down.” 

He came down, fingered his 
knife and fork as he sat at break- 
fast. “Merv, the strangest thing 
happened.” He said, “Two weeks 
before you.were to come to Minne- 
apolis I announced your coming in 
one-of my morning services. When 
I announced it, one of my oldest 
and finest men shouted out, right 
out in the congregation, ‘I’m a- 
gainst it, I’m against this revival 
business as long as I live;I think 
we ought to block it!” The pastor 
said, “I tried to overlook it; we 
had never had anything like that 
in our church. I went to him but 
he wouldn’t listen. I went the next 
day, but he wouldn’t listen. I went 
the next day. Merv, I went every 
day that week, but he would not 
repent!” He said, ‘When I an- 
nounced it last Sunday, he _§ said 
again, ‘As long as I live I’ll fight 
this thing! Our church got along 
without a revival before you 
came.’” And he said, “Last night 
when you finished preaching on 
Ananias and Sapphira, I sat there 
in a cold sweat because that man 
just wouldn’t talk with me and 
pray. All week he wouldn’t see 
me.” Then he said, “One hour after 
we left the church last night that 
man dropped dead. Merv, do you 
think God did it ” 

“I don’t know.” 

“What’ll we do?” He said, “I 
went to see the family and I tried 
not to say anything, but every- 
body knows it.” 

“All right, then let’s not say 
anything.” 

“But Merv, do you think that 


“I don’t know.” 

“Do you believe God would take 
a life?” 

“Unquestionably God would re- 
move a man in order to give a 
church revival.” I said, “What's 
one man compared to a work of 
God in a city,” 

We sat at breakfast and I want 


to tell you cold sweat was on my 
body, and though it was a cool 
morning my head perspired and 
I thought, Can it be! Can it be, 
can it be that man wears God's 
patience like that! Then I remem- 
bered the story of Ananias and 
Sapphira. I will never forget it; 
I was there. 

Acts 5, ‘And a certain man...’ 
—you know the story. They did not 
have to give that money. But 
Ananias and Sapphira decided to- 
gether that they would pretend 
they were giving it all. Ananias 
said to his wife, ‘Now, you stay 
away for a few hours. Don’t let 
anybody see you, and I will go in 
first. This is the amount.’ 

And Ananias walked in first, I 
will never forget because we were 
meeting in the house of John 
Mark’s mother. We used to meet 
there quite often, the early church. 
And Peter was exhorting us to 
holiness, godliness and Ananias 
burst in on the little assembly, and 
came hurrying down before Peter 


and I want to give the _ entire 
amount to, the work of the church.’ 

And Peter pointed his gnarled 
finger at Ananias and said, ‘Who 
hath put it in your heart to lie to 
the Holy Ghost?’! And the strang- 
est thing I ever saw in my life— 
Ananias dropped dead! He died! 
When they came over to catch him 
and, pick him up, he was dead! And 
Peter explained to us as the young 
men wound the graveclothes around 
Ananias and carried him out. 
‘He did not lie to me, but to 
God! And lest this early church 
should be lax and careless and 
callous and far from God, God 
deals with us!’ | 

And fear came upon the whole 
congregation. When Peter was 
preaching hours later, Sapphira 
came in, happy and buoyant and 
gay, with a sort of forced gaiety. 
She took her place in the congre- 
gation, then Peter gave her a 
chance to say just a word. 

She knew nothing of what had 
gone on. Smilingly she stood and 
said, ‘Peter, Ananias and I have 
sold a plot of ground and the exact 
figure is and we want to 
give it all.” She wondered why 
there was such a_ coldness. She 
looked around as though... 
what’s wrong? She didn’t see Ana- 
nias. All she could see was Peter, 
and his eyes, his hands lifted. As 
he reached out to her he said, ‘Sap- 
phira. The hands of the young men 
that have carried your husband 
out, that buried him, are waiting 
for you. Why do you lie to the 
Holy Ghost?’ And she dropped 
dead, and they carried her out. I 
know this happened! I was there. 

What fear! What fear! All the 
house—we were believers, but 
look! ‘Does God care that much 
about what we do? If we give part 
of it, isn’t that enough? or does 


God expect everything?’ 

Peter explained that God did not 
require all the money: Ananais 
could keep any part he wished.
